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Four  more  years  for  George  Bush

At  10:48  Tuesday  night,  NBC 
projected  George  Bush  as  the  new 
president-elect.  The  NBC  net- 
*  ork  was  the  last  to  predict  vic¬ 
tor}  for  the  vice-president.  A 
total  of  270  electoral  votes  were 
needed  for  victory,  and  the 
returns  from  Maine,  clinched  the 
presidency  for  Bush,  even  before 
ine  polls  on  the  West  Coast  had 
closed. 

Bush  won  a  landslide  victory  in 
the  electoral  college,  426-  112. 
Tbs  followed  a  projected  popular 

ote  of  54  to  46  per  cent  in  Bush’s 
bv  or.  The  1 12  electoral  votes  for 
Dukakis  were  more  than  George 
McGovern  in  1972,  and  Walter 
Mondale  in  1984  had  achieved. 

Dukakis  won  his  home  state  of 
Massachusetts  by  thirteen  points. 
However,  this  was  not  a  trend 
repeated  across  the  country  ,  as 
Bush  retained  bs  strmg  leads  in 
the  Sooth.  Rocky  Mountain 


George  Bush,  with  his  victory, 
became  the  first  sitting  vice- 
president  to  be  elected  president 
since  Martin  van  Buren,  in  1836. 

The  state  of  Texas,  home  state 
of  Bush  and  Lloyd  Bentsen  the 
democratic  vice-presidential  can¬ 
didate,  voted  for  Bush.  While 
Dukakis  won  42  per  cent  of  the 
popular  vote  in  Texas,  only  15 
per  cent  voted  for  him  because  of 
the  presence  of  Bentsen  on  the 
ticket.  Bentsen’s  failure  to  deliver 
Texas,  and  Sen.  Sam  Nunn’s  (D- 
Georgia)  failure  to  deliver  key 
southern  states,  cost  Dukakis  key 
electoral  votes. 

While  the  Republican  Bush  was 
winning  the  presidency,  the 
Democratic  Party  was 
establishing  control  in  both 
houses  of  Congress.  There  was  a 
projected  three  seat  swing  to  the 
Democrats  in  the  Senate,  while 
the  House  of  Representatives  re¬ 
tained  the  Democraic  majority

The  four  referendum  questions 
on  the  Massachusetts  ballot  were 
all  soundly  defeated.  Question  1 
was  the  big  loser  by  the  margin 
of  83  to  17  against.  Questions  3 
and  4  each  lost  by  the  score  of  71 
to  29  against.  Question  2  was  the 
closest,  as  41  percent  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  voted  to  repeal  the  prevailing 
wage  law,  compared  to  59  against 
the  repeal. 

While  George  Bush  won  the 
election,  the  closeness  of  the 
popular  vote,  and  the  diversity  of 
the  ethnic  minorities’  votes,  led 
Dr.  Shelson  Gawiser,  the  NBC 
polling  consultant  to  say;  “It  is 
clear  that  there  is  no  mandate  in 
this  election.” 

The  nation  has  a  new  leader. 
George  Bush  has  for  the  past 
eight  years,  been  a  part  of  the 
Reagan  Administration,  serving 
as  the  vice-president.  The  people 
have  decided  that  Bush  has  the 
experience  to  lead  the  country  . 
Time  will  tell  if  this  assessment 
W3S  a  correct  one.  After  eight 
years  as  the  understudy  to  the 
most  popular  president  ever,  it’s 
George  Bush's  turn  to  lead  the 
country.

Blood  donors

Recently,  it  was  my  privilege 
to  speak  with  some  people  who 
were  involved  with  donating 
blood  at  the  Red  Cross  Center  on 
Pawtucket  Street,  between  the 
North  and  South  campuses.  This 
is  what  they  had  to  say. 

Paul,  a  36-year-old  Production 
Supervisor  had  given  his  A- 
positive  blood  about  13  times 
previously  because  “it  was  ask¬ 
ed”  and  “to  help  out.”  He 
thought  the  blood  drive  that  day 
should  have  been  better  equipped 
and  staffed,  because  there  was  a 
long  wait  -  and  yet  he  did  wait. 

Carl  is  a  41 -year-old  drummer 
who  has  also  parted  with  some  of 
his  O-positive  blood  13  times. 
The  reasons  he  gave  for  donating 
were  more  specific  than  most 
had.  “They  need  fresh  blood  for 
transfusions  and  it’s  used  for 
research  into  communicable 
diseases.  It’s  a  gift  that  lasts  a 
lifetime.  I  believe  that  those  who 
give  blood  are  basically 


humanitarians  -  they  enjoy  help¬ 
ing.” 

Deborah,  a  43  year  old  credit 
representative  gave  blood  because 
“People  need  it;  and  if  I  needed 
it.  I’d  want  people  to  give”.  It 
was  her  3rd  time  donating  blood. 
The  reason  Deborah  first  gave 
blood  was  that  she  had  a  relative 
who  was  ill  and  needed  a 
transfusion. 

She  wondered  what  might  have 
happened  if  there  had  been  no 
donor.  Her  employer,  Colonial 
Gas,  supports  donations  by  giv¬ 
ing  their  employees  the  needed 
time. 

A  distinguished  looking 
60-year-old  General  Manager  by 
the  name  of  Arnold  called  AIDS 
a  “horror”  akin  to  the  Black 
Plague.  “I  really  believe  that 
those  who  have  it  should  not  en¬ 
danger  others.” 

He  was  by  far  the  most  im¬ 
pressive  donor  I  spoke  to,  having 
shared  his  A-positive  blood 
‘ ‘about  20  times.  ’  ’  He  urges  those 


who  can  to  donate.  Arnold  spoke 
of  “a  need  that  HAD  TO  be  fill¬ 
ed.  Giving  blood  never  bothered 
me  or  my  dad.  He  went.  I  went.” 

Going  along  with  that  theme, 
there  was  also  a  father-son  pair 
of  donors  that  day:  Lee,  48,  and 
Kevin,  19.  Lee,  who  called 
himself  a  “Consultant  Forester” 
had  donated  once  before  at  a 
church  blood  drive  simply 
“because  I  thought  I  should”.  It 
was  apparent  that  he  wasn’t  fond 
of  the  needles. 

He  was  there  that  day  because 
his  son  was  going  and  he  decid¬ 
ed  to  come  along.  “So,  are  we 
going  to  come  back  tomorrow,” 
joked  Kevin.  Kevin  is  an  O- 
positive  student  who  had  given 
two  times  before.  He  originally 
gave  at  a  Lowell  High  blood  drive 
because  he  felt  that  he  was  moral¬ 
ly  obligated. 

The  only  volunteer  I  spoke  to 
that  day  was  Aurea,  a  woman  in 
her  “80’s”  who  had  been  involv

Protect  your  car  from

Here  at  ULowell,  having 
cars  broken  into  is  a  way  of 
life.  We  are  an  urban  campus, 
and  this  much  could  be  ex¬ 
pected.  Lately,  however,  there 
have  been  several  break-ins 
which  have  been  widely 
pulicized.  Campus  Police 
Cheif  Rowe  explains  that 
crimes  of  this  nature  are  an 
“ongoing  problem,  and  occur 
quite  frequently.”  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  this  is  no  consolation 
to  students  who  are  victims  of 
theft. 


In  some  cases,  cars  are 
entered  through  smashed  win¬ 
dows,  and  their  contents  are 
stolen,  while  in  other  cases, 
the  car  itself  is  the  object  of  the 
crime.  The  Campus  Police 
have  made  some  arrests  for 
these  crimes,  but  the  danger 
still  exists. 

During  this  past  week  one 
alleged  theif  was  apprehended, 
at  the  cost  of  putting  a  Cam¬ 
pus  Police  officer  in  the 
hospital.  A  student  who 
discovered  her  car  missing 


Landlords  in  the  area  pull  in 
z»^sands  of  dollars  each  month 
:rom  our  students  and  give  very 
little  in  return. 

I’d  like  to  see  our  trustees  flex 
some  muscles  and  get  affordable 
housing  off  campus,  but  I  serious¬ 
ly  doubt  it  will  happen  since  they 
are  responsible  for  some  housing 
problems  on  campus. 

Two  years  ago,  the  trustees 
signed  a  lease  agreement  with 
realtor  James  Cooney  for  the 
Crescent  and  Bridge  Street 
buildings. 

These  are  student  apartments 
that  cost  nearly  $300  each  month 
for  12  to  14  person  apartments 
that  have  barely  enough  facilities 
for  all  those  students. 

These  were  buildings  initially 
set  for  upperclassmen,  but  now 
50%  of  its  residents  are 
freshmen. 

These  are  buildings  where 
students  in  three  years  will  be 
paying  for  cramped  living  condi¬ 
tions,  few  programs  (although  no 
fault  of  the  RAs),  and  inconve¬ 
nience  all  for  the  small  fee  of 
S350-S375  per  month  according 
to  someone  close  to  the  trustees. 

There  are  new  residence  halls 
being  built  and  many  wonder  why 
the  trustees  accepted  the  offer 
knowing  that  the  cost  was  steep, 
it  was  very  inconvenient,  and  that 
students  would  be  getting  only  a 
high-priced  bed.  Political?  I  think 
so. 

I’d  like  to  see  our  1 1  member 
Board  of  Trustees  push  for  bet¬ 
ter  housing  off  campus,  but  I 
can’t  see  them  doing  that  when 
they  are  part  of  the  problem  fac¬ 
ing  student  housing.

ed  with  blood  drives  for  two  and 
a  half  years.  “I  know  it  makes  me 
feel  good,  doing  something  for 
people.  There’s  no  age  that  can 
stop  you.” 

That  day  63  people  presented 
themselves  to  give  blood  and  52 
were  able  to  do  so.  The  Red 
Cross  runs  blood  drives  there  on 
the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  of 
each  month,  getting  about  40  or 
50  donations  each  of  those  days. 

During  the  recent  ULowell 
two-  day  blood  drive,  179  dona¬ 


tions  were  collected.  If  you  were 
not  among  that  kind  group,  and 
do  not  have  a  legitimate  reason 
for  not  donating,  please  consider 
giving  blood  at  the  upcoming 
campus  blood  drives.

reported  it  stolen  to  the  Cam¬ 
pus  Police.  The  description  of 
the  student’s  car  was  put  out 
on  the  radio  to  all  Campus 
Police  patrols.  One  officer 
observed  the  described  vehicle 
running  in  the  Research  Foun¬ 
dation  parking  lot,  next  to 
another  car.  In  the  second  car, 
the  officer  reported  seeing  a 
man  “acting  suspiciously”. 

On  seeing  the  officer,  the 
suspect  ran.  The  officer 
radioed  for  help,  and  then 
began  to  chase  the  suspect. 
The  officer  saw  the  suspect 
reaching  for  a  knife,  and  tackl¬ 
ed  him.  Additional  officers 
from  Fox  and  Eames  reported 
to  the  scene,  along  with  two 
members  of  the  Student  Escort 
service.  As  a  result  of  this 
episode,  the  Campus  Police  of¬ 
ficer  was  sent  to  the  hospital, 
and  the  alleged  theif  was  ar¬ 
rested. 

This  particular  suspect,  it 
was  found,  had  been  arrested 
one  year  ago  for  breaking  in¬ 
to  a  car,  and  was  wanted  by  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police. 
Right  now,  the  suspect  is  in 
Cambridge  awaiting  trial;  his 
bail  is  set  at  $5000. 

In  this  particular  case,  the 
Campus  Police  were  able  to 
make  an  arrest,  but  many  other 
crimes  at  ULowell  go  unsolv¬ 
ed.  In  these  cases,  victims 
have  no  recourse  against  the 
offending  criminals,  who  will 
probably  continue  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  any  opportunity 
which  arises  to  break  into  cars. 


It  is  impossible  to  predict 
where  or  when  a  crime  of  this 
nature  is  going  to  occur.  Along 
with  the  Campus  Police,  it  is 
also  the  duty  of  the  car’s  owner 
to  make  their  property  as 
secure  as  possible.  Although 
there  is  no  parking  lot  on  cam¬ 
pus  which  is  free  from  break- 
ins,  and  there  is  no  special  time 
of  day  during  which  most  cars 
are  violated,  there  are  some 
precautions  that  you  can  take 
to  lessen  your  risk  when  park¬ 
ing  at  ULowell  or  anywhere 
else. 

Cheif  Rowe  insists  that  the 
main  factor  which  determines 
which  cars  will  be  broken  in¬ 
to  is  simple  carelessness.  If  a 
student  is  conscientious  about 
locking  up  their  car,  most  pro¬ 
blems  can  be  avoided.  Since 
radar  detectors  and  removable 
stereo  systems  are  attractions 
for  theives,  it  is  a  good  idea  to 
lock  these  items  in  your  glove 
compartment  or  trunk,  or  at 
least  to  keep  them  out  of  sight. 
It  is  also  to  your  advantage  to 
invest  in  a  security  system  for 
your  car.  The  Campus  Police 
will  provide  any  interested 
person  with  information  about 
the  various  systems  available 
on  the  market,  including  the 
Lojack  system. 

If  it  is  at  all  possible,  it  is  a 
good  practice  to  park  under 
the  lights,  or  close  to 
buildings.  It  only  takes  30 
seconds  for  someone  to  smash 
your  windshield  and  take  any 
object  from  your  car.

It,  and 
the  Core  Committee  are  two  of 
the  seven  groups  under  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  Council  for  Implementa¬ 
tion.  They  are  charged  with 
developing  programs  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  office  of  University 
Life  to  improve  academic  life  out¬ 
side  of  the  classroom. 

The  work  of  the  Student  Life 
Committee  is  geared  towards 
Phase  Two  of  the  University  of 
Lowell’s  master  plan,  which  is  to 
unify  the  internal  structures  of  the 
University  and  guarantee  its  long- 
range  sucess,  thereby  creating  a 
“University  of  Choice”.  Phase 
One  was  the  merging  of  Lowell 
State  College  and  Lowell  Tech, 
which  was  completed  with  the  ac¬ 
creditation  of  the  Colleges  of 
Business  and  Engineering  in 
October . 

The  Student  Life  Committee’s 
mission  statement,  an  extension 
of  their  assignment,  is  to 
“facilitate  the  development  of  a 


total  university  culture  that  sup¬ 
ports  the  personal  and  academic 
development  of  students.”  The 
approach  is  expressed  to  be 
student-centered,  and  emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  completeness  of  the 
the  enrichment  of  student  life. 

If  you  wish  to  find  out  more 
about  what  this  committee  has 
planned,  you  can  check  out  the 
weighty  20-page  summary  of 
their  plans  available  in  both 
libraries  upon  request.

Getting  your  car  ready  for  winter 


It’s  that  time  of  the  year  again 
that  all  New  England  drivers  look 
forward  too.  Getting  up  extra  ear¬ 
ly  so  that  we  can  scrape  the  ice 
off  of  the  windshield  which  will 
soon  turn  into  inches  of  snow. 
The  temperatures  have  been  get¬ 
ting  lower  as  the  nights  pass.  I 
would  like  to  know  how  many  of 
you  have  checked  what 
temperature  your  engine  coolant 
is  protected  too.  If  your  engine 
coolant  is  primarily  water,  in¬ 
stead  of  a  mixture  of  water  and 
antifreeze,  and  the  temperature 


drops  below  30°  the  water  will 
freeze.  Water,  when  it  turns  into 
ice  has  tremendous  power.  This 
frozen  water  can  crack  your 
engine  block.  This  is  a  very  costly 
to  fix  and  easily  avoidable.  Read 
the  instructions  on  the  back  of  a 
gallon  jug  of  antifreeze  and  pro¬ 
tect  your  engine. 

Another  issue  of  winterizing 
your  car  is  what  should  one  use 
for  tires.  There  are  two  types  of 
tires,  bias  ply  and  radials.  Bias 
ply  tires  are  cheaper  and  better 
for  trucks  that  carry  a  lot  of  wait. 


Radials  are  far  superior,  they  give 
you  a  better  ride,  have  good  to 
great  road  traction,  and  last  for 
thousands  of  miles.  Snow  tires 
come  in  both  bias  ply  and  radial. 
When  purchasing  snow  tires  you 
must  keep  in  mind  what  will  the 
usual  road  surface  look  like. 
Radial  snow  tires  will  be  sold  as 
all  season  M$S.  This  stands  for 
Mud  and  Snow.  Bias  ply  snow 
tires  should  be  a  thing  of  the  past. 
MSS  all  season  radials  will  be  able 
to  get  traction  in  three  to  four  in¬ 
ches  of  snow  without  any  pro¬ 
blems.  Unless  you  plan  on 
driving  during  and  right  after  a 
big  snow  storm  there  is  no  reason 
for  buying  strictly  snow  tires. 
One  word  of  caution  when  plac¬ 
ing  radials  of  bias  ply  tires  on 
your  car.  It  is  very  crucial  that 
both  front  of  back  tires  are  of  the 
same  type.  That  is  that  both  front 
are  radials  or  bias  ply.  It  does  not 
matter  if  the  front  are  radials  and 
the  back  are  bias  ply,  as  long  as 


you  do  not  mix  them  on  the  same 
side  of  the  car. 

Snow  tires  and  all  seasonal 
radials  help  you  get  traction  but 
do  very  little  to  help  you  stop. 
Most  accidents  occur  in  the 
winter  due  to  the  fact  that  most 
people  think  they  can  stop  sooner 
then  they  really  can.  So  let’s  go 
out  there  and  show  New  England 
weather  were  ready  to  fight  fire 
with  fire. 

The  ULSCC  is  going  to  have  a 
rally  on  November  20  starting  at 
the  North  campus  parking  lot.

Movie  of  the  week  “Mystic  Pizza”

I  wonder  if  I’m  the  only  movie 
critic  in  the  free  world  who  reads 
other  reviews  before  going  to  see 
a  movie?  The  reason  for  deciding 
on  a  movie  in  this  way  is  quite 
simply  because  I  am  not  getting 
paid  to  see  them  as  I  review  I 
want  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  my 
money.  So  my  reviews  are  on 
movies  I  have  read  are  worth 
seeing. 

I  read  the  advanced  reviews  for 

Mystic  Pizza  and  had  wanted  to 
go  see  it  but  I  wasn’t  very 
hopeful.  You  see,  Mystic  Pizza 
isn’t  a  sequel;  it  doesn’t  have  any 
major  stars,  and  it  doesn't  have 
an  eye  catching  name  ( Halloween 
4 ,  Bat  21 ,  A  Fish  Called  Wanda). 
Therefore,  based  on  similar 
criterion  many  theaters  in  this 
area  wouldn’t  offer  it  as  part  of 
their  selection.  This  movie  might 
turn  out  to  be  noncommercial  and 
the  theater  might  take  a  loss.  So, 
I  was  happy  (surprised)  that 
Showcase  in  Lawrence  had  book¬ 
ed  it  and  made  plans  to  go  see  it 
immediately. 

Mystic  Pizza  is  a  restaurant 
where  the  three  central  characters 
in  the  movie  work.  Jo  (Julia 
Roberts,  Daisy  (Lili  Taylor),  and 
Kat  (Annabeth  Gish)  are  best 
friends.  Jo  is  wary  of  the 
stereotypical  marriage  (old,  fat 
and  ugly,  with  children)  and  has 
put  off  marrying  Bill  (Vincent 
Phillip  D’Onofrio)  her  fiancee, 
who  is  a  local  fisherman.  Daisy 
and  Kat  are  sisters  in  a  strict 
Catholic  household.  Daisy  is  the 
“Where  did  we  go  wrong?” 
sister  who  falls  for  Charlie 
(Adam  Storke)  Windsor  II,  a  rich 
kid  on  holiday  from  law  school. 
Finally,  Kat  (the  saint)  is  a  high 


school  grad  who  is  attending 
Yale,  second  semester.  She  takes 
a  job  sitting  for  a  young  architect 
(William  R.  Moses)  whose  wife 
is  in  England.  Their  relationship 
developes  from  this  situation  and 
the  movie  takes  all  of  these  rela¬ 
tionships  and  brings  them  full  cir¬ 
cle  by  the  end  of  the  movie. 

The  movie  takes  place  over  a 
course  of  several  months,  begin¬ 
ning  at  the  end  of  August  and  en¬ 
ding  m  Novemoer.  Tne  time 
period  is  short  so  you  don’t  have 
to  suspend  belief  to  accept  the 
“aging”  characters.  It  was  film¬ 
ed  in  R.I.  and  Conn,  and  this 
comfortable  setting  has  a  lot  to  do 
with  my  liking  the  film. 

The  three  central  actresses  all 
perform  well.  They  make  their 
characters  believable.  You’ve 
seen  people  like  this  before  and 
they  act  in  the  same  way.  When 
you  see  these  actresses  on  the 
screen  you’d  swear  that  they  were 
best  friends  in  reality.  They  react 
off  of  each  other  and  appear  to 
mesh  well.  I  particularly  enjoyed 
watching  Gish.  I  thought  that  she 
most  ably  conveyed  to  the  au¬ 
dience  the  emotions  she  was 
feeling. 

The  male  leads  are  adequate 
except  for  Adam  Storke  whom  I 
never  found  believable.  In  one 
scene  involving  the  ruination  of 
his  car  his  character  must  first  be 
angry  and  then  make  the  incident 
into  a  joke.  He  only  succeeds  in 
the  latter.  His  reaction  never 
struck  me  as  anything  but 
bemusement.  However,  his  per¬ 
formance  doesn’t  detract  from  the 
appeal  of  the  movie.  Many  times 
Taylor’s  presence  saves  him.  You 
may  remember  Moses  from  a 
television  series  and  he  handles 


his  chores  well.  D’Onofrio  is  also 
well  cast  in  his  role  as  the  simple 
fisherman  who  knows  what  he 
wants. 

The  story  has  a  lot  of  funny 
moments  and  can  best  be  describ¬ 
ed  as  a  romantic  comedy.  My 
favorite  scene  is  when  the  three 
girls  sing  R-E-S-P-E-C-T.  The 
laughter  is  a  direct  result  of  these 
very  natural  situations.  It  isn’t 
strained  ai  all  Credii  for  this 
should  go  to  director  Dona iu 
Petrie.  He  moves  the  camera  and 
the  actors  well. 

The  soundtrack  also  helps 
make  the  movie  enjoyable  and  it 
enhances  many  of  the  scenes.  It 
changes  for  each  character  and 
you  begin  to  expect  hot  salsa  for 
Daisy  and  Charlie,  light  classical 
for  Kat  and  Tim,  and  mixture  of 
both  for  Jo  and  Bill.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  the  soundtrack  is  unavailable. 

I  have  one  small  problem  with 
the  movie.  Editing.  The  scenes 
are  strung  together  well  but  every 
once  in  awhile  there  are 
noticeable  inconsistencies.  In  one 
scene  Charlie  has  his  coat  on  and 
then  two  seconds  later  (not 
enough  time  to  take  it  off)  he  no 
longer  has  it  on.  Also  in  the 
beginning  of  the  movie 
sometimes  the  people  speaking 
are  mouthing  different  words  than 
you’re  hearing.  These  are  only 
small  problems  and  they  don’t 
make  the  movie  less  watchable. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  the 
future  movies  of  Roberts,  Taylor, 
and  especially  Gish.  Their  ap¬ 
peal,  for  me,  is  undeniable.  This 
ensemble  cast  is  very  talented  and 
this  movie  is  very  good.  It’s 
timeless  (I  never  once  looked  at 
my  watch).  Grade  A/B

The  election  is  (finally!)  over.  The  matter  of  victory  for  Bush, 
defeat  for  Dukakis,  is  overshadowed  by  emphatic  relief.  Relief 
especially  for  us,  the  voters,  (of  course  everyone  at  ULowell 
voted  yesterday,  right?)  No  more  nasty,  mud-chucking  ads  on 
TV.  (In  retrospect.  Bush  could  have  saved  his  campaign  millions 
by  running  just  one  ad,  of  Willie  Horton  on  a  pier  overlooking 
the  harbor,  saying  the  pledge  of  allegiance.) 

But  of  course  hindsight  is  20/20,  and  it  is  time  to  look  forward. 

It’s  time  to  think  about  what  George  Bush,  the  Education 
President,  will  do  for  us  students.  Since  he  hasn’t  actually  said 
much  about  what  he  actually  will  do,  it  is  hard  to  speculate. 
But  he  has  said  he  wants  a  “kinder,  gentler”  presidency- 
presumably  kinder  and  gentler  than  the  Reagan  Administration, 
which  isn’t  saying  much.  Talk  to  us,  George.  Tell  us  what  we 
can  expect  from  you-  more  money  for  grants?  No,  of  course 
you’re  not  Santa  Claus,  but  it’s  difficult  to  enjoy  a  good  educa¬ 
tion  without  the  ability  to  pay  for  it.  At  least  tell  us  that,  unlike 
Reagan,  you  will  not  try  to  abolish  the  cabinet  position,  or  hire 
a  lummox  like  William  Bennet.  Someone  who  thinks  that 
America’s  colleges  and  public  schools  don’t  even  deserve  a 
feederal  budget  hardly  cuts  it  as  Secretary  of  Education.  Just 
a  helpful  tip. 

Tell  us,  George,  since  most  of  us  students  work  part  time, 
about  no  new  taxes.  Does  that  mean  us,  too?  Certainly  pushing 
carts  at  Alexanders’  doesn’t  qualify  for  capital  gains,  but  if  you 
feel  that  we  can  pay  taxes,  then  you  must  have  the  same  faith 
in  the  richest  one  per  cent  of  the  population. 

Tell  us  that  you  want  quality  education  for  our  colleges.  By 
the  way,  that  means  learning  other  things  besides  the  Pledge. 
It  means  colleges  having  enough  money  to  keep  good  teachers 
and  not  having  to  chainsaw  courses  and  course  sections.  Now, 
I  realize  that  Yale  probably  never  had  those  problems,  at  least 
not  in  your  day,  but  if  you're  not  sure  what  all  this  means,  come 
visit  a  school  still  hurting  from  federal  budget  cuts.  You  know 
where  Boston  is;  we’re  only  about  30  miles  northwest  of  there. 

Tell  us  that  you  think  every  reasonably  intelligent,  hard  work¬ 
ing  young  man  and  woman  in  this  country  deserves  a  chance 
to  go  to  college.  No,  Senator  Kennedy  was  not  the  first  person 
to  say  that.  The  fact  is,  not  everyone’s  father  was  a  Senator, 
and  believe  it  or  not,  wealthy  families  do  not  necessarily  pro¬ 
duce  all  the  nation’s  bright  children.  Tell  us  that  the  freshmen 
coming  in  next  year  will  have  financial  aid,  if  they  need  it,  to 
get  through  all  four  years. 

Even  if  you  do  none  of  these  things,  please  pick  your  Secretary 
of  Education  more  carefully  than  you  did  the  Vice  President. 

Actually,  in  these  few  days  after  the  election,  there  is  more 
a  sense  of  relief,  rather  than  doom,  that  the  race  is  over.  While 
it  may  be  unwise  to  speak  so  soon,  perhaps  George  Bush  will 
act  more  favorably  to  college  than  did  his  predecessor-though 
it  is  hard  to  imagine  anyone  acting  any  worse.  And  even  if  Bush 
finally  admit,  either  by  word  or  deed,  that  he  could  really  care 
less  about  education,  remember:  we  survived  the  last  eight  years, 
we  are  strong  enough  to  get  through  the  next  four.

Objects  thrown  from  windows 

During  this  semester  several  serious  incidents  have  occurred  in  Fox  Hall 
which  could  have  resulted  in  serious  injury  and  even  death.  Individuals 
have  been  throwing  objects  from  their  windows  onto  the  dining  hall  roof 
and  onto  the  grounds  surrounding  Fox.  These  objects  have  narrowly  missed 
individuals  on  the  ground  or  caused  damage  to  the  roof. 

Please  do  not  throw  anything  from  your  windows  at  any  time.  If  you 
see  anyone  involved  in  such  acts  notify  University  Police  and/or  any 
member  of  the  Residence  Life  staff  immediately. 

Anyone  apprehended  in  such  actions  will  be  prosecuted  to  the  full  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  law.  There  are  six  possible  bases  for  the  imposition  of  criminal 
liability  with  varying  degrees  of  punishment  when  individuals  are  iden¬ 
tified  as  having  thrown  objects  from  roofs  or  windows  of  the  residence 
halls.  These  fines  and  punishments  range  in  severity  from  one  hundred 
($100.00)  to  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  and  from  one  month  to 
as  much  as  ten  years  imprisonment.

Men’s  cross  country  team 
qualifies  for  nationals

For  the  sixth  time  in  eight 
years,  the  men's  cross  country 
team  qualified  for  the  NCAA 
Division  II  National  Champion¬ 
ships.  A  team  qualifies  by 
finishing  in  the  top  four  at  the 
Division  II  Qualifier.  On  Satur¬ 
day.  November  5.  the  team  plac¬ 
ed  third  among  the  32  teams 
represented  at  the  qualifier  held 
at  Indiana  (PA)  University.  The 
10K,  6.2  mile  race  was  won  by 
Chris  Rauber  of  Edinboro  (PA) 
University  with  a  time  of  32:01, 
only  59  seconds  off  the  course 
record  of  31:02. 

Team  co-captain.  Michael 
Wright  lead  the  harriers  with  an 
exciting  7th  place  finish.  Mike 
gave  the  6th  place  runner,  Chris 
Monheim,  of  Shippensburg 
University,  a  run  for  his  money. 
The  two  battled  out  the  last  200m 
of  the  race;  Mike  had  to  settle  for 
7th  only  a  few  meters  behind 
Monheim,  both  finished  with 
times  of  32:53. 

The  other  co-captain,  Brian 
Moody,  and  freshman  David 
Cremin  cat-and-dogged  each 
other  the  entire  race.  Each  one  of 
them  took  turns  shadowing  the

This  was 
Eric's  third  varsity  race  of  the 
season  after  missing  several 
meets  due  to  a  foot  injury.
